Mr. Terrell carried eighty counties in 
Thursday's primary with 196 as 
against 34 counties with 88 votes for Co}- 
onel J. H. Estill and 23 counties with 66 
votes for Hon. Dupont Guerry. 

The victory was almost as the most 
Banguine of Mr. Terrell’s friends expect- 
ed. Some thought his vote would be 
even larger, but They were inclined to 
make allowances for counties which seem- 
ed to be In doubt. 

As in Mr. Terrell’s case, the convention 
will have easy work ith the other state 
house officers. One ballot will settle it 
all, and the convention will most likely 
adjourn after a few hours’ session.

He is suffering Somewhat 
from exhaustion and fatigue as the result 
of his tong and arduous campaign, and is 
off a little in weight as a consequence, 
He will go to Meriwether county within 
the next few days to spend two or three 
weeks recuperating, after which he ex- 
pects to return to Atianta. Mr. Terrell 
will give up his headquarters in the Kim- 
ball house today.

Estill Won’t Admit Defeat. 

Advices from Savannah last night are 
to the effect that Colonel! J. H. Estill still 
has hopes that the result will prove to be 
in his favor. A special from Savannah to 
The Constitutton says: 

Savannah, Ga., June 6.—(Special.)—Col- 
one] Estill refuses to admit defeat. This 
morning he made up 4 statement, based 
upon private advices and from such 
newspaper reports as he considered ab- 
solutely reliable. This statement showed 
152 votes for Terret!, 142 for Estill and 
66 for Guerry. From this he holds that 
he has a good chance to win in the con- 
vention and that hfs prediction that no 
candidate would go into the convention 
with a majority is verified. 

A meeting of the democratic executive 
committee of Chatham county was held 
tonight and the following delegates to the 
state convention were elected: P. 
W. Meldrim, Herman Myers, D. C. Bar- 
row, Jr., Robert L Colding, J. R. 
Creamer and A. A. Lawrence. Colonel 
Fastill named three of them. He had 
made up a list of six, but the commit- 
tee named only the first three, naming 
one each additional for the other three 
candidates who on in this county.

New York, June 6.—William B. Master- 
son, giving his address as Chicago and 
better known in the west, it is said, as 
“Bat” Masterson; James C. Sulliyan, of 
Oregon; J. F. Sanders, of Denver, and 
Leopold Frank, of Chicago, were arrest- 
ed this evening by detectives on the 
charge of having tn their possession gam- 
bling paraphernalia. 

Masterson and Sullivan were admitted 
to bail in $1,000 each. Sanders and Frank 
were locked up for the night. 

The police seem to attach more than 
usual importance to the arrest. At de- 
tective headquarters it was stated that 
information had been reteived some, time 
ago that a number of western gamblers, 
who recently have been operating in 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Philadelphia, 
had egome to this city, but nothing definite 
connecting the men arrested today with 
this information was given out. The men 
were arrested, according to the police ac- 
count, at a boarding house uptown, 
where a faro “layout” and a quantity of 
alleged marked cards were seized.

ROOSEVELT REFUSES 
TO ACT AS MEDIATOR 


Mitchell Says There Is No Hope of 
Peace and That the Fight Will 
Be To a Finish — Trou- 
ble Is Expected To 
Ensue. 


Hazleton, Pa., June 6.—Riot proc- 
lamations were posted late this after- 
moon everywhere on the property of 
the Doering Valley Coal Company at 
Yorktown. A_ special train with 
steam up is at Roan junction ready to 
carry a car load of officers to any par’ 
of the district. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 6.—The strike 
of the soft coal miners in West Vir- 
ginia for higher wages, which is to be 
inaugurate@® tomorrow, will be directed 
by President Mitchell from Wilkesbarre. 
He said today there are 20,000 men in 
that field: that 18,000 will stop work, and 
that he expects the others will all be out 
in the course of a few days. 

Mr. Mitchell today positively and une- 
quivocally denied to the Associated Press 
correspondent all knowledge of any ne- 
gotiations for peace. So far as he knows, 
he said, neither the Civic Federation nor 
any other organization or individual is at 
present negotiating for a settlement of 
the anthracite strike. 

“Everything is off,’’ he said. 

Washington, June 6.—After a confer- 
ence with the members of his cabinet to- 
day President Roosevelt decided that 
there is no legal ground r interference 
by ‘him in the settlement pf the dispute 
between the coal operators and striking 
miners. The resolutions of the New 
York board of trade and transportation. 
requesting the president “~o appoint a 
commissioner to visit the g@nthracite re- 
gions and investigate the situation, were 
discussed at great length, but as the law 
of 1892, which conferred authority upon 
the president to appoint such an officer,’ 
has been repealed, the president has no 
desire to assume the responsibility which 
the New York board of trade suggested. 

Shooting Had Sobering Effect. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 6.—Last night's 
shooting had a sobering effect upon the 
jdle men and boys in the valley, and as 
a result the Wyoming region was a place 
of almost absolute peace today. There 


“were no parades, marches or any consid- 


erable gathering of persons, and the po- 
lice authorities of the county had little 
more to do than keep watch. 

The Stanton colliery, where the shoot- 
ing occurred, was visited today by hun- 
dreds of persons, who expected to see 
more trouble, but no crowds were per- 
mitted to congregate in the neighbor- 
hood. The colliery is closed down as 
tight as a drum as a result of the dis- 
turbance there. Even the coal and iron 
police, with the exception of four or five, 
gave up their jobs and left town as 
quickly as they could get out. There 
were about twenty in the party, Includ- 
ing several colored cooks.

ROOSEVELT IS RAPPED 
FOR ATTACKING SOUTH 


Representative Richardson, of Alabama, Stingingly 
Criticises President’s References to Lynchings 
in Memorial Day Address. 


Washington, June 6 -—General debate 
upon the anti-anarchy bill closed today. 
The incident of the day was a speech 
by Mr. Richardson, an Alabama demo- 
crat, condemning the president in severe 
terms for’ the references in bis Me- 
morial day oration at Arlington to the 
epithets applied to Lincoln and Grant 
during the civil war, and to his allusions 
to lynching. He declared that the presi- 
dent’s remarks violated the proprieties 
of the occasion. ; 

Mr. Littlefield made a legal argument 
of an hour: and a half in closing the de- 
bate upon the anarchy Dill. 
of the senate bill providing a body guard 
for the-president was stricken from the 
bill as a- precaution in case the house 
substitute failed. An effort. was made 
to strike from the -first section of the 
substitute the> words:limiting the crime 
of killing the president to the president 
in his official capacity, but the motion 
was lost, 6 to 89. Only “one section had 
been disposed of when the house ad- 
journed, 

McKinley and Roosevelt Compared. 

Mr. Richardson, of Alabama, during 
the course of his remarks recalled the 
visit of the late President McKinley at 
Huntsville, Ala., a year ago, the recep- 
tion given him then by confederate and 
union veterans. The noble sentiments 
Mr. McKinley uttered upon that occa- 
sion, Mr. Richardson said, endeared 
him to the south, and he told of the 
great sorrow feit there when Mr. Mc- 
Kinley fell at Buffalo. Reluctant as he 
was to do s0, Mr. Richardson said he 
felt it was his painful duty to contrast 
Mr. McKinley’s sentiments at Hunts- 
ville with Mr. Roosevelt’s remarks at 
Arlington May 30. 

He then read that portion of President 
Roosevelt’s speech in which he referred 
to the epithets applied te. Grant and 
Lincoln, and the resolution . passed by 
the confederate congress denouncing the 
methods of warfare employed by the 
union armies. Mr. Richardson said he 
should not so far forget his environs as 
to characterize as it deserved the ian- 
guage which came from the president of 
the United States upon a solemn Me-

morial day oecasion, when honor was 
being done to the thousands of brave 
dead who died in defense of «weir flag. 
But he would dare to say that it would 
have been far more appropriate if the 
president had referred upon that occasion

President Violated Proprieties. 


‘Tl doubt whether-there is,’’ said he, 
‘ta brave federal soldier within the sound 
of my voice who would have uttered the 
sentiments expressed by the president, 
even in the heat of debate, much less 
upon Memorial day. I say the proprie- 
ties of the .occasion Were violated when 
the president referred to what had been 
said about Léncein in the heat of blood, 
when men were aiming at each others 
lives.’’

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BARTLETT FAILS

House ,Tables Georgian’s Resolution 
Regarding General's Salary. 


SECRETARY ROOT EXPLAINS 


He States Wood Was Allowed $7,500 
a Year Out of Revenues of Cuba. 
Democrats.of Military Com- 
mittee Make Minority 
Report. 


Washington, June 6.—A fetter from the 
secretary of war appears in the report 
submitted today by Chairman Hull, of 
the house military committee, adverse to 
the resolution of Mr. Bartlett of Geor- 
gia, asking for information as to the 
compensation” paid General Leonard A. 
Wood while governor general of Cuba. 
Secretary Root states that Secretary Al- 
ger made an allowance to General 
Brooke, out of the revenues of Cuba, 
of $7,500 a year, and continues: 

‘There has been no change since that 
time, except that when General Wood's 
commission as major general of volun- 
teers expired I made an order for further 
allowance, equal to the difference be- 
tween the salary of major general and 
brigadier general, so ds to keep his total 
compensation at the same figure, the 
combined compensation received as an 
officer of the army and as governor of 
Cuba being always $15,000 per annum. I 
see that the Cuban congress has voted 
that Mr. Palma’s salary shall be $25,000.” 

Five of the democratic members of the 
military committee unite in a minority 
report, which says in part: 

“General Wood is an officer of the 
United States army, and, as such officer, 
Was governor general of Cuba and in 
commend of the military forces of the 
United States in Cuba. His pay and 
emoluments of office were (fixed by 
statute as an officer of the United States 
government. The pay of a brigadier 
general of the army is fixed by statute 
at $5,500 per annum and 10 per cent 
thereof for serving beyond the limits of 
the United States. 

The report then cites the provision of 
the law that no allowance shall be made 
to officers in addition to thelr pay. 

Secretary Root says in his letter as 
to th® legal phase of the subject: 

“I should hardly suppose that the 
house of representatives would wish to 
adopt a resolution which implies igno- 
rance on its part of the authority of 
the president of the United States, under 
the law of military occupation, to appro- 
priate and expend the revenues of the 
government of the occupied country.” 
The resolution was laid on the table 
in the house today by a party vote of 100 
to 72. Mr. Bartlett made the point of 
order that the resolution was debatable, 
but was overruled.

OCEAN TERRORS 
IN GRAND REVIEW 


United States War Ships Te Maneuver 
in West Indian Waters. 


THREE SQUADRONS UNITED 


It Will Be One of the Greatest Naval 
Demonstrations Ever Made by 
the United States—Or- 
ders Have Been 
Issued. 


Washington, June 6.—The navy depart- 
ment today made public the orders for 
the assembling next winter of the vessels 
of the north atlantic, south Atlantic and 
Eurepean stations to participate in the 
most extensive fleet maneuvers ever at- 
tempted by the navy in the West Indies. 
The orders recite that about November 
15 néxt, the department will assemble all 
available vessels of the stations named, 
and about January 1, 1903, these vessels 
will be gathered at Culebra, Porto Rico, 
or Guantanamo, Cuba, and organized and 
drilled for two months as a fleet.. The 
commanders in chief of the three sta- 
tions are given special orders to govern 
their respective commands. 

Rear Admiral Higginson, commanding 
the north Atlantic stations, is directed to 
assemble his vessels at Hampton Roads, 
Va., about November 15, and preceed to 
the scene of the maneuvers. He is di- 
rected to hold drills in the meantime 
with a view to increasing the efficiency of 
the squadron. Similar orders are given 
the other commanders. 

Rear Admiral Sumner, commanding the 
s0uth Atlantic station, is directed to as- 
semble his vessels at Bahia, Brazil, not 
later than December 5, fill with coal and 
report his readiness to sail north with 
vessels coaled and provisioned by Decem- 
ber 12. 

Rear Admiral Crowninshield is charged 
to wather the vessels of the European sta- 
tion at Gibraltar not later than Novem- 
ber 25, to coal there, and then proceed on 
December 10 to the Cape Verde islands, 
where the vessels‘ will coal again and be 
in readiness to leave for the West Indies 
on December 15. 

The list of vessels which will take part 
is as follows: 

Kearsarge, Iowa, Massachusetts, Brook- 
lyn, Illinois, Alabama, Indiana, the new 
Maine (probably), Olympia, Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, Raleigh, Albany, Chicago, 
San Francisco, Néwark, Atlanta, Detroit, 
Montgomery, Nashville, Marietta, Ma- 
chias, as many of the half a hundred or 
more torpedo boat destroyers as are avail- 
able at the time and a fleet of naval 
colliers.

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TAFT’S MISSION | 
TO THE VATICAN 


Secretary Root Makes Public 
the Instructions Furnished 
to the Governor. 


SEPARATION OF CHURCH 
FROM STATE IS URGED 


That Must Be Considered in All Ne- 
gotiations Looking to Settle- 
ment of the Friar Lands 
Question—Vain Hopes 
of Friars. 


Washington, Jyne 6.—Secretary Root to- 
day sent to the Philippine committees of 
the senate and house texual copies of 
the instructions given by nim to Governor 
Taft for his guidance in dealing with the 
vatican respecting the acquisition of the 
friar lands in the Philippines by theUnited 
States. The instructions are dated May 
9, 1902, and, after referring to prospwctive 
legislation respecting the friar lands, di- 
rect Governor Taft to take up the sub- 
ject tentatively with the ecclesiastical 
superiors, who must ultimately determine 
the friars’ course of conduct, anu en- 
deavor to reach at least a basis of nego- 
tiation along lines which will be Satis- 
factory to them and to the Philippine 
government, so that when congress shall 
have acted the business may proceed to 
@ conclusion without delay. 

The instructions proceed: 

‘You are accorungly authorized, in the 
course of ur return journey to Manila, 
to visit Rome and there ascertain what 
church authorities ‘have the power to’ne- 
gotiate for and determine upon a sale of 
the lands of the religious orders in the 
Philippine islands and if y@u find, as we 
are informed, that the officers of the 
church at Rome uave such power and 

ithority, you will endeavor to attain 
the results above indicated. Any nego- 
tiations which you may enter upon are 
always subject to granting of power by 
congress to follow the negotiations vy 
binding action.’ 


Church and State Separation. 


“In any conferences and negotiations 
you will ‘bear in mind the following prop- 
ositions, ‘which are deemed to be funda- 
mental] and which should be fully and 
frankly stated to fhe other side in the 
negotiations: 

‘1. One of the controlling principles of 
our government is the complete separa- 
tion of chufch and state with the entire 
freedom of each from any control or in- 
terference by the other. This principle is 
imperative wherever American jurisdic- 
tion extiands and fo modification or 
shading thereof can be a subject of dis- 
cussion. 

‘9 It is necessary now to deal with the 
establishing of a government controlled 
by these principles in the Philippine is- 
lands, which have for Tecent years been 
governed under an entirely different sys- 
tem in which church and state closely 
united, and having functions of the one 
exercised by agents of the other; ywhere 
the church has long controlled and acted 
virtually ag the agent of the state in the 
field of pwhblic instruction and public 
charities, and has from time to time ac- 
quired large properties held by it or by 
its subordinate corporations or officers 
for these public uses. 

‘2. By reason of the separation the re- 
ligious orders can no longer perform in 
behalf of the state the dufies in relation 
to public instruction and public charities 
formerly resting upon them, and the 
power which. they formerly exercised, 
through their relations to the civil iov- 
ernment, being now withdrawn. they find 
themselves the objects of much hostility 
on the part of their tenantry against 
them as landlords. and on the part of the 
people of the parishes against aem as 
representatives of the former government; 
that they are no longer camable of serv- 
ing anv usefil purpose of the church. 
No rents can he collected from the popu- 
lovs communities ocecunving’ their lands 
unless it is bv the intervention of the 
civil government with armed force. 

Vain Hope of Friars. 

“Speakimg generally, for several years 
past the triars, tormeriy installed Over 
the parishes, have been unable to remain 
at their posts and are coliected in .wanila, 
with the vain hope of returning. ‘aey 
will not ‘be voluntarfiy accepted again 
by the people, and cannot we restored 
to their positions, except ‘by forcible inter- 
vention on the part of the civil govern- 
ment, which the principles of our govern- 
ment forbid, 

‘It is manifest that under these condi- 
tions it is for the interest of the church 
as well as of the state, that the lanued 
proprietorship of the religious orders in 
the Philippine islands should cease and 
that if the church wisnes, as of course it 
does wish, to continue its ministration 
amigng the people of the islands, and to 
conduct in its own behalf a sysiem ou. in- 
struction, with which we have no desire 
to interfere, it should seek other dgents 
therefor. 

“4. It is the wish of our government, In 
case congress shall grant au...ority, that 
the titles of the religious orders to cine 
large tracts of agricultural lands which 
they now hold shall bé extinguished, but 
that ful and fair compensation shall be 
made therefor.

“6. The titles to the great amount of 
church lands and building’ in the islands, 
other than those of the religious orderg 
and now apparently owned by the state 
should be settled fairly.

‘7. Provision should be made for ascer- 
taining what rentals, if any, ought to be 
paid ‘for convents and other ehurch 
buildings which have been occupied by | 
United States troops during the insurrec- 
‘tion, this being, of course, subject to | 
further specific action bv congress. 

‘S The rights and obligations remain- 
Ning under the various specific trusts .or 
‘edueation and charity which are now In 
doubt and controversy, ought to be gset- 
tled by aigreement if possible, rather than 
hy the slow and frequently disastrous 
processes of litigation, so that the benefi- 
cent purposes of these. foundations may 
not fafl, 

“9 Your errand will not bef any sense 
or degree diplomatic fn its nature. but 
will be a business matter of negotiation 
by you as governor of the Pailippines for 
the purchase of property from the own- 
ers thereof, and tne settlement of land 
titles, in such a manner as to contribute 
to the best interests of the people of the 
islands. 

“Any assistance which you may desire, 
whether off the part of officers of the 
evil government, or of miflitary officers, 
to enable you to perform the duties above 
described -in a manner agatisfactorv to 
yourself. will be afforded, but the budt- 
ness is left entirely in your hands, swb- 
ject to such action as may be taken pur- 
suant to law wpon your report.’’

Washington, June 6—Secretary Root 
today made public the following cable- 
gram from Acting Governor Wright, of 
the Philippines: 

“Manila, May 23, 1902.—Secretary of War 
Washington: With reference to your ca- 
blegram of 15th, outside of Moro coun- 
try only portion of archipelago not or- 
ganized under civil government are Le- 
panto, Bontoc, Batangas, Laguna, Prin- 
cipe, Infanta, Mindoro, Samar and the 
Paraguan and other small groups. No 
armed insurrection in any of them. No 
reason so far as relates to peaceful con- 
ditions why civil government in all may 
not be now established. Special govern- 
ments for Bontoc and Lepanto inhabited 
exclusively by peaceful Igorrotes will be 
organized in a few days. Will organize 
civil government in Laguna immediately. 
Batangas, formerly organized, was turn- 
ed over to military authorities by Philip- 
pine commission's act No. 173, will repeal 
Same to take effect July 4. Only reason 
for not giving act immediate effect is 
that many people in this province have 
only recently returned to their homes 
and in order to prevent possibility of 
suffering think best to have military 
look after them until date named «be- 
cause latter have perfected organization 
which civil authorities lack.

WHEN MOON CHANGES 
MONT PELEE ERUPTS 


‘Volcanic Outbursts Coincide With the Waxing and 
Waning of the Moon--Another Eruption of 
La Soufriere Is Feared. 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, | 
June 6, 10:15 a. m.—A volcanic outburst 
from Mont Pelee today resulted in the 
formation of a heavy cloud similar to 
that of May 20 last, though it was not so 
dense.. No stones fell and when the cloud 
had spread over Fort de France half an 
hour later there was no panic here. 

It ig noticed at Fort de France that 
the volcanic outbursts coincide with the 
changes of the moon. 

June 6, 3 p. m.—Mont Pelee is still in 
violent eruption. 

This morning an enormous column of 
black smoke arose from the vocano to 
a height estimated at 4 miles, and 
then spread rapidly into a mushroom- 
Shaped cloud, which appeared to have 
a diameter of 40 miles. The Specta- 
cle was most impressive, but there were 
no detonations, no electrical display and 
no showers of ashes. Fort de France has 
been shrouded in intense gloom like that 
which accompanies a total eclipse of 
the sun. 

The most notable phenomenon today 
Was that the sea rose nearly 3 feet, 
then fell to below its norma! level. The 
cause of this rise and fall of the sea is 
inexplicable. The eruption today was 
absolutely not accompanied by earth- 
quake. The sky is now clear, but a heavy 
surf is beating on the coast. 

No reports“of damage have been re- 
ceived. It is probable that the area of 
activity and destruction is the same as of 
previous outbursts. This area is now 
completely abandoned. 

Professor Angelo Heilprin, president of 
the Philadelphia Geographical Society, 
and George Kennan noticed a great out- 
burst of yellow vapor from the volcano 
yesterday when they were at Le Pre 
chur. These outbursts seem to be posi- 
tive precursors of severe eruptions. The 
explosion of this morning was expected 
and watched for. There was consequent- 
ly very slight panic among the people 
here and quiet was. soon restored. 


Another Eruption Feared. 


Kingstown, Island of St. Vincent, Wed- 
nesday, June 4.—Vessels leaving the island 
of Martinique have experienced upheavaia 
and agitations of the sea, pointing to sub- 
marine eruptions between Martinique 
and St. Lucia. 

In the island of St. Vincent the shining 
fleece clouds which have been continually 
rising and spreading in the direction of 
the Sopfriere volcano since May 16 and 
which have been mistaken for tropical 
clouds have proven to be steam emitted 
from the crater from which flashes of 
flame are issuing nightly. This, con- 
bined with renewed vibrations in the fire 
zone, has increased apprehensions that 
there may be another eruption of the Sou- 
friere shortly. 

The eruptions at Martinique seem to 
relieve the St. Vincent volcano materially. 

Connection between the two volcanoes 
fe indisputable, as every eruption in 
Martinique is accompanied by correspond- 
ing seismic and atmospheric disturbances 
here. 

Edmund O. Hovey, assistant curator of 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory; Dr. Thomas Augustus Jagger, as- 
sistant geologist of the United States 
geological survey, and George C. Curtis 
are endeavoring to ascend the eastern 
side of the Soufriere. They are today 
still awaiting an opportunity to make the 
ascent. 

Shaken Far Out at Sea. 

Queenstown, June 6.—On the arrival 
here today of the British ship Anaurus, 
from Portland, Oreg., January 3, her 
commander, Captain Henderson, reported 
that on May 9, at 10:30 p. m., in latitude 
5 and longitude 43, a terrible vibration 
was felt throughout the vessel, the 
shocks making it appear as if the ship 
was bumping on rocks. At the same 
time the sea was violently agitated and 
the crew were in a state of semi-panic. 
The phenomena lasted half a minute. It 
was not unti) after relating his expe- 
riences that Captain Henderson heard 
of the Martinique catastrophe.

Witness at Trial of Major 
Glenn Says It Is Not 
Bad. 


TORTURE IS CONSIDERED 
NECESSARY IN ISLANDS 


Both Spaniards and the Americans 
Regard the Water Cure as a 
Simple Police Measure. 
Trial of Glenn Is 
Concluded. 


Manila, June 6.—The trial by courtmar- 
tial at Catbalogan, island of Samar, of 
Major Edwin F. Glenn, of the Fifth in- 
fantry, who was charged with adminis- 
‘tering the water cure to Filipinos, is con- 
cluded. 

The defense claims to have proven that 
the water cure is not cruel, and that it 
has been frequently practiced by the 
police of the principal cities of Ameri- 
ea for the purpose of extorting informa- 
tion. The defense claims also to have 
proved at the trial that the Filipino 
guide to whom Major Glenn administered 
the water cure was a traitor and ougm, 
under all the laws of war, to have been 
shot; that except for the fact that he 
alone had certain information he would 
have been shot; that the guide was a 
guerrilla and not even entitied to the laws 
of war; that the presidente and members 
of the police force of the town where 
the water cure was administered are now 
in Bilibid prison in Manila on informa- 
tion obtained through this guide; and 
thht, in addition, the water cure is being 
used in the United States. 

Major Glenn’s counsel declared also at 
the trial that the water cure is regarded 
as a necessity in the Philippine islands 
by both Spaniards and insurgents; that 
it is not dangerous to life and not es- 
pecially painful, although it is very un- 
pleasant and that Major Glenn him- 
self personally underwent the water cure 
before he administered it to the guide 
and in exactly the same manner in which 
it was given to the Filipino. 


In Favor of Lassiter. 

Washington, June 6.—House elections 
committee No. 8 today decided the con- 
tested election case of C. E. Wilson v.

General Botha, 
in speaking with the correspondent, de- 
clared the burghers would observe loyally 
the terms of the settlement. Ie depended, 
however, said General Botha, upon the 
administration of affairs for the next few 
months whether or not the country would 
return to prosperity and lasting peaceful 
conditions. 

General DeWet, according to the corre- 
spondent, appears to be little affected, 
either physically or mentally, by the 
cares of warfare. He said he was going 
to his farm to resume work there.

Several States of the West 
Are Being Very Greatly 
Damaged. 


CROPS IN MANY PLACES 
COM*LETELY WASHED AWAY 


Streets in Many Towns Are Suddenly 


Beatrice, Noor., June 6—Reports re- 
ceived today from Cortland, the scene of 
yesterday's clougpurst, indicate a more 
serious condition than at first reported. A 
foot of water fell in three hours. ine 
streets in the towns of Cortland, Princeton 
and Pickrell were unabie to carry away 
he immense volume of water and Dase- 
ments of dwellings and-etores were flooded 
doing a great amount of damage.

Loss Heavy in Missouri. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 6.—The loss of 
property by the overflow of the Neosho 
and Cottonwood rivers will amount to 
several thousand doHars in the Emporta 
district. There has been, nowever, no 
loss of life and the rivers are falling.

Wind and Rain. 

Mitchell, S. D., June 6.—The greatest 
storm that has visited this section for 
years swept over here today. A violent 
wind storm was followed by torrential 
rain for an hour; and the streets were 
flooded.

LARGE MILLS DSTROYED. 


FIRE AT McDONALD, GA., CAUSES 
$150,000 LOSS. 


Saw and Planing Mills of Bailey & 
Co., in Ashes—Two Million Feet 
of Lumber Also Burned. 

Waycross, Ga., June’ 6.—(Special.)—The 
little town of McDonald, on the Bruns- 
wick and Western railway, 20 miles from 
Waycross, was.almost completely, wiped 
out and J. 58, Bailey ‘@ ‘Co.'s saw mill 
destroyed by fire this afternoon. The 
blaze commenced in a pile of lumber, 
caused by a spark from a slab pit. The 
mill was probably the largest in “south 
Georgia, employing 300 men. Fire con- 
sumed the mill, planing plant, dry kiln. 
shops, one locomotive, seven cars of 
lumber, eight small dwelling houses, and 
a million and a half feet of lumber. The 
large commissary was saved. The plant 
was well equipped with fire fighting ap- 
paratus, but the flames spread over the 
whole mil] yard, covering 20 acres, in a 
few minutes. With one mad rush of 
flame the saw mill was consumed. A 
low estimate of the loss is $75,000, insur- 
ance $18,000. The lumber burned was 
valued at $20,000. The mill was owned 
by J. 8. Bailey, of Waycross, and C. L. 
Thigpen, of McDonald. Mr. Balley’ was 
first to discover the fire. The mill will 
probably not be rebuilt, as there is tim- 
ber sufficient to run only one year. 

The town of McDonald was supported 
entirely by the mill employees. The in- 
surance is about equally divided between

GREEK PLAY AT 
THE LUCY COBB 


Sophocles ‘‘Antigone” Given 
by Young Ladies Last. 
Night. 


SENEY-STOVALL CHAPEL 
CROWDED TO THE DOORS 


Miss Naomi Neill, of Macon, Repre- 
sented the King—All the Young. 
Ladies Did Well—Choral 
Work Was of the Best. 

The Cast. 


Athens, Ga., June 6£—(Special.)—The 
commencement season in Athens is on in 
all-its glory. Tonight the commencement 
exercises of Lucy Cobb institute opened 
with a most beautiful ren@Itions of Sopho- 
cle’s “‘Antigone,”’ and Seney-Stovall chap- 
el was crowded to its utmost seating 
capacity to witness the play. 

There are quite a number of commence- 
ment visitors here and the season prom- 
ises to be a most brilliant one. Lucy Cobb 
institute is now closing one of its most 
successful years and Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb, 
the accomplished principal, is receiving 
many congratulations, 

In classic Athens, where the Greek 
spirit and Greek letters have made their 
strong impress upon the college life of 
the town, it seemed quite in the nature 
of things that the noble 6ld drama of 
Sophocle’s “Antigone’ should here have 
its setting. The academic halls of Lucy 
Cobb and the university are rcn in mem- 
ories of those who here have debated 
and discussed the situation and problems 
in the “Antigone,” recognizing that in a 
deep sense, its problems are the ethical 
problems of. humanity in all ages. The 
theme of self-sacrifice and resistance to 
tyranny is an ever fresh and inspiring 
one, and it is no exaggeration to say wnat 
the situations of the play last evening 
and the stately, lofty lines were as ab- 
sorbingly interesting to those perfectly 
familiar with the Greek drama, as if 
heard for the first time. 

It ‘has been the purpose of Lucy Cobb 
for several years to present this play at 
commencement, but the difficulties in the 
way seemed almost insurmountawue. Not 
until this year did the oratory and music 
departments feel that it cou. be entered 
into advisedly. awe chief purpose in 
undertaking it was the culture in study- 
ing such a work, both from the literary 
and dramatic and ‘ethical standpoint, 
Each year for several years past, th« 
school has studied a play in this way, and 
presented it at commencement, staged 
and in costume. Among those so pre- 
sented have jbeen ‘The Merchant af 
Venice,” “‘As You Like It’ and ‘‘Twelfth 
Night.’’ The ‘‘Antigone” is the most am- 
bitiouS work yet altempted. it was pre- 
sented tonight with most beautiful stage 
setting, and in costu:rne. Miss Bradford, 
of the Emerson college ordtory, and, by 
the way, one of the most gifted teachers 
and readers this school bas sent out, nas 
the highest ideals in interpretative work 
with her students. They are never taught 
a gesture nor an intonation. They study 
the lines until in thorough sympathy with 
the spirit and then work upon their own 
expression of that interpretation. The 
play in its characters may not have pre- 
sented just the “Antigone’’ of your in- 
dividual conception, ‘put every line repre.- 
sented the intelligent, earnest and sym- 
pathetic interpretation of these young 
students of the Greek tragedy. The play 
was thoroughly satisfactory and even 
though it had not been, Lucy Cobb feels 
that its fhpnest attempt would have 
brought ample returns in the broad edu- 
dational Mesults wbtained through its 
critical study and expression—ot tar 
greater educational advantage than some 
light society play, wifich leaves no bene- 
ficial effect on mind or morais, 

Some Brilliant Scenes. 

The translation used was Fiumptre’s 
and the choruses wers Mendelssohn's 
with orchestral accompaniment. The 
Seney-Stovall chapel stage was enlarged 
to accommodate the proportions of the 
palace and gardens. ‘lhe scene was a 
most brilliant and beautiful one in the 
play as Antigone and Ismene came slow- 
ly forward in those strong opening lines, 
where the whole tragedy is shadowed 
forth. The action throughout was rapid 
and smooth, never lagging for a moment, 
yet stately, always, witn that intense re- 
ligious fefvor w.uwech environs the drama, 
The choruses intensified the action, and 
were powerful in arousing the emotions, 
while holding in their rich harmonies the 
sympathies of the audience in their senti- 
ments, 

Miss Naomi Neill, of Macon, as Creon 
the king, did, ‘beyond all question, some of 
the finest dramatic work that has ever 
been presented at Lucy Cobb. In some 
of tne parts, notably the -tragic scene 
over the dead body of Haemon, it was a 
subject of general comment that a young 
girl could present the agony of the king 
so powerfully and iutensely. The grief 
here portrayed was painfully realistic, 
not wild or flerce, or in any sence inartis- 
tically stormy, Dut simply 4n abandon- 
ment to unutterable woe. ‘iihis tormed 
the climax dramatically, and a splendid 
triumph it was. It is a most difficult 
matter to give effectively and with fidel- 
ity the men’s parts in sucn a play, pre- 
sented entirely by young women. it was 
an interesting study to watch the over- 
coming of this obstacle, and in reality 
making of it a means of heightening the 
effect of the play. This was done by 
suggesting the characters of the men 
rather than attempting to impersonate 
them. By intonation, gesture, attitude, 
their various characteristics were philo- 
sophically suggested, so that by the sim- 
plest laws of association, the audience 
unconsciously created the characters, 
without the defects of individual idiosyn- 
cracies. This art was espectally worked 
out by Miss Ora Hart as Haemon. There 
were few passages given with finer effect 
than those of Miss Hart in the speech of 
tne son to the father, where absolute 
frankness and courage were artistically 
wrought with deferential filial reverence, 
Another male character, which, however, 
had more of direct impersonation than 
sugegestiveness, was the strink,.< one of 
Tiresius, given with strength by Miss 
Bleanor Hunicutt, as the ol propnet. 
This scene gave one of the kenynotes of 
the drama, and was most fortunately 


assigned. 
Miss A’Lama Steele gave a rather more

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DEATH OF HON. A. J. RUSSELL 


Removed One of Mississippi’s Candi- 
dates for Governor. 

Jackson, Miss., June 6.—(Special.)\—The 
death of Hon. A, J. Russell, sp:aker of 
the lower ‘house of the legislature, re- 
moves from the field of politics in Mis- 
sissippi a man who would have been one 
of the leading candidates for governor in 
the campaign next year, and the contest 
is greatly simplified in consequence of the 
gad event. 

Had he lived to enter the canvass Mr. 
Russell would thave proven one of the 
most formidable contestants, and it was 
generall* conceded among the political 
forecasters that the race would hnrve fi- 
nally narrowed down between Professor 
A. A. Kin¢annon, A. J. Russell and Mon- 
roe McClurg. He ranked among Missis- 
sippi’s mos. prominent and popular pu>- 
Yic men, and the wide influence he had 
wielded heretofore in matters of state 
would have made him a most dangerous 
rival for any of the aspirants for the of- 
fice. i '

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HARTZOG TO STAY 
AS COLLEGE HEAD 


Trustees of Clemson Decline to Accept 
His Resignation. 


TAKEN AS A_ VINDICATION 


Students Preferred Charges Against 
Him, but Subsequently With- 
drew Them — Resignation 
Was Placed in Hands 
of the Board.

Columbia, S. C., June 6.—(Special.)— 
President Hartzog received com- 
plete vindication of the charges preferred 
against him by the students of Clemson 
college. 

The board of trustees of the college has 
dec'ined to receive the resignation of 
Professor Hartzog from the presidency., 

Following the troubles between the 
faculty and students at Clemson college 
last month, President Hartzog put his 
resignation in the hands of the trustees. 
The students had made certain charges 
against him, although the charges were 
subsequently withdrawn. 

The trustees held a meeting today, at 
which they unanimously declined to ac- 
cept the president's resignation. Presi- 
dent Hartzog went before the body and 
thanked the members for his vindication 
received at their hands.

TO TEST JUDGE’S AUTHORITY. 


He Ordered One of the Streets in Bir- 
mingham Closed. 
Birmingham, Ala., June 6.—(Special.)— 
City Attorney Smith went to Montgom- 
ery yesterday with a petition to the 
supreme court for a mandamus to Cir- 
cuit Judge Coleman tg show cause why he 
ordered Twenty-first street closed, it he- 
ing one of the main streets of travel in 

this city. 2 

Judge Coleman a few days ago gave 
a peremptory order to the sheriff and his 
deputies to close up Twenty-first street 
during his court hours, between Third 
and Fourth avenues, on the grounds that 
the noise of the vehicles was such as to 
interfere with the Dustness of nis court. 
The order excepted the street cars, but 
limited them to 2-mile per hour rate. 

The order came as a surprise to the 
mayor and aldermen, and has caused 
great inconvenience to the business pub- 
lic. The city now proposes to test Judge 
Coleman's authority in the supreme court. 
The case is attracting great interest on 
account of-its noveity, tne question never 
having been raised in this state.

North Carolina Preparng To Cele- 
brate the Event. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 6.—(Special.)—The 
official and the executive committee of 
the State Library and Historica) As- 
sociation met here today to arrange for 
securing a charter for the Roanoke Island 
Celébration Company. It is proposed to 
start with $10,000 and to have 100 con- 
tributors, one in each county, each giving 
$100. It is quite possible that the officers 
and the committee will visit the island 
July 4. There will be no celebration this 
year of the anniversary of the landing 
on Roanoke island, but the plan now is

DENT AND SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Penalty of Conviction Is Impris- 
onment and Fine, Either 
or Both. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 5.—(Special )-- 
The returning of indictments against Ma- 
jor E. C,. Camp, the president, and George 
Camp, the superintendent, and the Coal 
Creek Coal Company as a corporation, , 
charging criminal negligence on account 
of the Praterville coal mine explosion of 
The indict- 
ments ere by the grand jury of the cir- 
cuit court of Anderson county. 

Attorney General G. M. Henderson, who 
hes jurisdiction in that court, makes the 
“counts” from secticn 7 of the act of 1888 
respecting coal mines in Tennessee. The 


May 19, was no surovrise here. 


section reads: 


“Be it further enacted, That the owne-s 
or agents of every coal mine or colliery 
shall provide @nd establish an adequa e 
amount of ventilation, and not less than 
\0 cubic feet per second of pure air, «r 
3,300 cubie feet per minute, for every fifty 
men at work in such mine, and as much 
more as circumstances may require, which 
shall be circulated through to the face 
of each and every -vorkinx place through- 
out the entire mine, to dilute and render 
harmless and expel therefrom the noxious 
poisonous gases to such an extent that the 
entire mine shall be in a fit state for men 
to werk therein, and be free from danger 
to th> health and lives of the m= by rea- 
son of said noxious and poisonous gases 
ard all workings shall be kept clear of 
standing gases.”’ 

The next count is that “Every min@ 
having cxplosive gas in each and every 
part of such mine cr mines shall be di- 
vided into two, four or more panels or 
districts at the same time.”’ 

The penalty recited is: “‘The neglect or 
refusal of any person or parties to pe-- 
ferm the duties provided for and required 
under the act shall be taken and deemed 
a misdemearor by them, or either of 
them, and upcen conviction thereof they 
or any of them, shal] be punished by im- 
rrisonment and fine, or either. at the dis- 
cretion of the court trying the same.”’ 


NEGRO LYNCHED IN VIRGINIA. 


Guann Attempted an Assault on a 
White Child. 

Roanoke, Va., June 6.—A special from 
Bristol tonight says meager details of a 
lynching at Toms creek, Wise county, 
Virginia, today have just reached there. 
Wiley Guann, a negro man, who attempt- 
ed to assault the 12-year-old daughter of 
Franklin Green, made an effort to get 
away, but was surrounded by a crowd of 
men, who quickly riddled him with bul- 
lets and left his dead body on the spot.

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Georgia’s Next Governor. 

Since the overthrow of the recon- 
struction usurpation Georgia has been 
Yortunate in continuing the line of her 
chief magistrates. Those of the post- 
bellum period have in their day and 
emergencies served the state with the 
like probity, integrity, wisdom and 
skill as those who made the state il- 
Tustrious and prosperous in the first 
and longer epoch of her history. 

The Georgian who was yesterday so 
wplendidly indorsed for the new guber- 
matoria]l term to begin next November 
is not a whit behind any of them who 
have latterly contributed to the state’s 
fame and good fortunes. Hon. Joseph 
™. Terrell is a native of one of the 
wreater counties of the state and is 
one of the new race of Georgians who 
has won his way and his honors under 
the new regime of self-effort and self- 
reliance. His successes in life have 
been progressive and the popular re- 
‘ward of principles and performances 
that were along the highest levels of 
public duty. | 

Mr. Terrell commended himself to 
Mhis present success and honor by 
many facts in his career. He-has al- 
“ways been a firm and unvarying demo- 
crat. The principles of the great 
founder of American democracy early 
‘obtained the faith of his spirit and he 
has never since swerved in his devo- 
tion to them. His loyalty to his state 
thas been signal and supreme and in 
all his thoughts and purposes he has 
had an eye single to her welfare and 
glory. In private life he has walked 
humbly as a good citizen and a con- 
gistent Christian gentleman. His pub- 
lic services as legislator and attorney 
general of the state have been clear 
and conscientious, standing four- 
equare to every criticism and finding 
vindication in the recurring expressed 
confidence of the people.

A Remarkable Race. 
' The showing made by Hon. John H. 
Betill in the gubernatorial race is one 
of the remarkable incidents of the 
- eontest. Colonel Bstill entered the 
_race only after there had been much 
discussion and uncertainty as to what 
man from South Georgia should enter 
for the gubernatorial nomination. 
When others were finally eliminated 
lie made declaration of his candidacy 
and began a campaign that puzzled the 
old-time political managers. . 
_ Without noise of bands or any of

the usual can.paign devices he began 


to visit the counties of the state in 
person. He went around familiarly, 
met men and shook their hands cor- 
dially, remarked that the state would 
have much to gain by making a busi- 
nesS man her governor and that he 
was himself that sort of man. His good 
humor and straightforwardness gained 
him strong followers everywhere and 
the result of the balloting on Thurs- 
day shows that his still hunt brought 
him a very respectable bag of game. 

It had gone for granted that the 
main fight was between Messrs. Ter- 
rell and Guerry, and that Colonel 
Estill could only hope to be a close-up 
tail-ender. But as the campaign drew 
to the finish wire some shrewd guess- 
ers saw the spurs go into the flank of 
the Savannahian’s mount and saw a 
larger dust where he was running. 
But the great majority of on-lookers 
were fairly taken by surprise to find 
him ahead of Mr. Guerry at the end 
of the home stretch. It was a remark- 
ably clever and in many senses a suc- 
cessful campaign that Colonel Estill 
made. 

Colonel Estill and his friends have 
reason to be proud of his race. 
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The Local Option Principle. 

The widespread approval given by 
citizens voluntarily yesterday to the 
suggestion of The Constitution that 
local option be written into the Geor- 
gia democratic platform is gratifying. 
It shows significantly that it was the 
purpose of most of the genuine local 
optionists of the state to establish the 
policy so far as their votes could do 
it when they voted for its chief cham- 
pion on Thursday. 

The proposition to substitute state- 
enforced prohibition has been several 
times made in recent years in Geor- 
gia, in both state and legislative is- 
sues, but has been beaten every time. 
In this latest contest the popular ma- 
jority against it. is so emphatic that no 
man can mistake it. The people of 
Georgia do not want that form of pro- 
hibition. They are satisfied with the 
prohibition which is ever ready at 
their hands under the terms of the 
general local option law. They have 
won relief from the unrestrained li- 
quor evil by its operations in a great 
majority of the counties of the state, 
and lest they should lose those good 
results in the exchange they have de- 
termined to iet well enough alone.” 

We believe that 90 per cent (to be 
liberal with the state prohibition ad- 
vocates) of the democratic voters of 
Georgia will be * gratified if the ap- 
proaching state convention will form- 
ally adopt a Plank declaring that it 
will be the settled polic: of the party 
in Georgia to deal with the liquor 
problem by the methods prescribed in 
the existing local option law. 

The principle~of local option is 
fundamentally democratic. It follows 
the Jeffersonian philosophy of self- 
government and has received the in- 
dorsement of almost every democratic 
state in the union by the adoption of 
some form of local option. It is an 
operatiye principle and abundant ex- 
perience shows that far greater bene- 
fits for sobriety and social order are 
obtained under it than under state en- 
forced prohibition. 

By incorporating a local option 
plank in the party platform we will 
obtain a definite policy for the party 
and make unnecessary any future con- 
tests within the ranks over this irri- 
tant issue. The people of the state

not want arbitrary, wholesale pronibi- 
tion with strife, blind tigerism and in- 
creased drunkenness. Let the local 
option plank go into the .platform.

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Good Results Will Follow. 

Following the cessation of hostilities 
in South Africa the pulse of commer- 
cial life will throb with renwed vigor, 
mot only in the’ British market, but 
throughout the entire globe. On ac- 
count of the magnitude of the opera- 
tions which have been in progress in 
South Africa for more than two years 
past the traffic of the whole civilized 
world has been affected in greater or 
less degree. 

To begin with, the South African 
gold mines, which are the most pro- 
lific sources of the yellow metal in ex- 
istence, and which until the outbreak 
of hostilities were yielding an output 
of $100,000,000 annually, have -been 
idle éver since the war commenced: 
and when it is remembered that the 
South African gold mines furnish near- 
ly one-fourth of the world’s supply of 
the yellow metal, it can be readily 
seen that the resumption of activities 
is bound to improve matters material- 
ly. There can be no doubt of the fact 


portant source of supply for the mon- 
etary market has seriously affected 
financial exchanges; but with the al- 
tered condition of affairs in South 
Africa good results are bound to ac- 
crue which will be felt in all quarters. 

Great Britain has subdued the Boers 
at very great cost to her financial] re 
sources, the total expenditure for the 
war up to date being little short of 
$825,000,000, to say nothing of the 
frightful loss of human life. Naturally 
the whole British empire feels relieved 
over the happy turn which affairs have 
taken, as it removes the great incubus 
which for more than two years has 
been paralizing British enterprise and 
demoralizing British trade: and in 
view of the world-wide interests which 
are affected by the status of the 
British market it stands to reason that 
the world at large will experience sa]-~ 
utory results from the peace settle 
ment which is now the occasion. of so 
much self congratulation on the part 
of Great Britain. 

While the failure of the Boers to 
achieve the object for which they have 
so manfully fought will enlist for 
them the sympathy of people every- 
where, it is nevertheless true that the 
‘Boers ‘have emerged from the strug- 
gle with honor, if not with triumph, 
and that within the next few years the 
smile of prosperity will so completely 
overspread.the Transvaal that the 
frown of desolation which now rests 


upon the country will be completely

No braver fight was ever 
made by any people than the Boers 
have made in South Africa, and though 
the day has gone against them, they 
have secured concessions which they 
could not possibly have obtained with- 
out holding out with grim defiance to 
the end, as they have done; and we are 
satisfied that brighter days are in 
store for them. 
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Quick Voting and Prompt Counting. 

Great complaint has been reported 
from Macon, Augusta and other large 
cities over the delay Thursday night 
in the counting of the ballots cast in 
the primary. In the city of Macon the 
managers seem to have gone into an 
executive session with the ballots and 
.made an all-night job of their work. 
The final results were not announced 
until nearly noon yesterday—indeed, 
but an hour or so before the hour for 
consolidating the votes of all the pre- 
cincts in the county. It was almost 
as bad in Augusta. 

Naturally there was public indigna- 
tion of such unseemly and unnecessary 
delay in so important an affair. Here 
in Atlanta, with seven city wards and 
thirteen county precincts, the entire 
vote embraced in 4,235 ballots was 
counted by the managers at the poll- 
ing places and had been consolidated 
in The Constitution office before 10 
p. m. It is true that on Thursday the 
ballots in this county did not contain 
the county officers, representatives, 
etc., but even when they have carried 
them the results in every polling booth 
in the county have for many years 
been invariably announced before mid- 
night. 

Some incompetent managers and 
clerks may account somewhat for the 
delays in Bibb county and elsewhere. 
But the trouble is complicated with 
other needless incidents. And since 
the primary in this state is virtually 
the election itself, the conduct of the 
formep should be as cleay-cut, rapid 
and satisfactory as it is possible to 
make it. 

One evil of the present plan is the 
long hours established. for the polling. 
In some of the most densely populated 
states and the greatest cities of the 
country the polls are opened early 
enough for workingmen to reach them 
and cast their ballots before going to 
their daily work. Other citizens fol- 
low later ani the polls close at 3 
p. m. and the longest tickets are fully 
coynted and the results reported be- 
fore 7 p. m. 

Another good regulation is the open- 
ing of plenty of well-scattered polling 
places. In some cities the number of 
polling places is regulated by the reg- 
istration—one polling place being fixed 
to accommodate from 400 to 600 
voters. By that arrangement all the 
voting can be done promptly and the 
counting completed quickly. This plan 
can be made to work quite as econom- 
ically as the one under which we now 
work In our Georgia cities. 

Another excellent improvement is 
the use in cities of the ballot machine, 
which records and counts the ballots 
as cast, much after the principle of the 
cash register. By its use the manipu- 
lation of ballots is avoided, deception 
rendered almost impossible and the 
machine reveals the result in every 
candidate’s case immediately after the 
last ballot is recorded. 

The people who are vitally interest- 
ed in the proper conduct and prompt 
return of their elections are entitled 
to have their rights respected and it 
will add greatly to popular content if 
those who have charge of our prima- 
ries especially will devise ways and 
means to secure the results wé have 
mentioned as most desirable. Let 
there be plenty of polling precincts, 
opened during short and opportune 
hours, faithfully officered by men who 
will devote the needful time and labor 
and let the voting be quickly conduct- 
ed and the count be promptly made 
and announced. The reforms men- 
tioned are heeded and should not be 
longer denied to the people.

COTTON IN FINE CONDITION. 


Late Crop in Mississippi Will Be a 


Good One. 

Jackson, Miss., June 6.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports received from several] counties in 
the southern part of the state are to the 
effect that cotton blooms have commenced 
to appear in the flelds where the staple 
was planted early and during the present 
month the crop generally will be in full 
bloom unléss some unexpected setback 
is received. 

It was feared last week that the unusu- 
ally heavy rains would result in damage 
to the cotton cron but there was A ces- 
sation of tue downpour before any injury 
was wrought, and remarkably good prog- 
ress is now being made, especially in the 
delta section. The hot sun is stimulat- 
ing a healthy growth, and crop experts 
predict that the lateness of planting in 
nearly every section will be made up fo 
b @ of the season. 


GOOD WORK DONE BY GRIGGS 


FOR DEMOCRACY IN KANSAS 


If the Party Makes Gains in Sunflower State This 
Fall It Will Be Due to the Efforts of 
the Georgias. 


Washington, June 6—(SpecialdeIf the 
democrats succeed in making substantial 
gains in Kansas this fall the result will 
be in a very great measure due to the 
work of a Georgian. 

According to the statement of demo- 
crats in a position to know the conditions 
in that state, the outlook in Kansas is 
far from gloomy for democracy. Not 
only has fusion against the republicans 
been practically completed, but the re- 
publicans are badly split up. 

Representative Jackson, who is the 
only democratic congressman from Kan- 
sas, has just returned from Wichita, 
where the democrats of the state have 
been holding an important convention. 
He reports the outlook in every way sat- 
isfactory. ‘‘There was some disposition,” 
says Mr. Jackson, “for the democrats 
and populists to hold aloof fromone an- 
other, some of the democrats taking the 
position that nothing could be expected 
from future fusion with the populists. 
Judge Griggs, of Georgia, chairman of 
the democratic campaign committee, 
agreed with those of us who took a dif- 
ferent view, and it was largely through 
his influence arid because of his advice 
that tke democratic convention paved the 
way for complete fusion with the popu- 
lists In the contest for statg officers and 
for members of congress. Judge Griggs 
attended the convention at Wichita and 
captivated everybody by his splendid 
appeal for democracy and by his per- 
sonality. When I say ‘captivated every- 
body’ I am not putting it too strongly. 
The results show that he succeeded in 
accomplishing that which was his pur- 
pose in going to Kansas. 

“We believe we have excellent chances 
to carry the state. We have nominated 
for governor the mayor of Kansas City, 
a splendid man, and a vote getter, and 
we feel certain that with the fusion 
which has been perfected we will gain 
three or four members of congress. You 
know Kansas is a queer state, and if€ 
is about time for it to swing around 
into the democratic column. Stranger 
things have happened. We have sin- 
‘cere hopes of not only making m4aterial 
gains in the lower house of congress, 
but in electing our governor and a legis- 
lature which will elect a democratic sen- 
ator. As I have said, our chances fur 
doing this,come very largely from the 
work done by Judge Griggs upon his 
recent visit.’’ 

Indorsements of the Administration. 

Politicians in Washington do not give 
very much value to the indorsement 
which President Roosevelt’s administra- 
tion received by. the Kansas and Ohio 


conventions during tne past week. 

Of the Kansas indorsement Mr. Jack- 
son said: “It was purely perfunctory. 
Administration organs point to it as 
meaning that in case of a contest for the 
republican nomination President Roose- 
yelt would certaMly secure the delegates. 
It doesn’t mean that at all, for if- Sena- 
tor Hanna were to enter the race he 
would carry the delegation in a whirl. 
The most significant thing about that 
republican convention was the fact that 
it was dominated by Cy Leland, the old 
political leader whom Roosevelt turned 
down and who has no love in his heart 
for the president. He seems to have 
things in his grasp as completely as 
ever, and he is against Rooseveit. Of 
course, an indorsement of the adminis- 
tration was to be expected, but it was 
purely perfunctory and nothing else.’’ 

The same thing is said about the re- 
publican convention in Ohio. It was 
evident, according to every body who 
has come from there, that the convention 
was Hanna and nothing else. The senti- 
ment of nine-tenths of the delegates was 
for “the old man,” and even the most 
enthusiastic of. the administration poli- 
ticians attach no importance in_ the 
resolutions adopted at Cleveland indors- 
ing the national administration. 

Gold Standard for the Philippines. 

Strenuous efforts are being made by 
Americans interested in business in the 
Phikippine islands, and also, it may be 
said, by the English and German and 
Chinese merchants out there, to induce 
congress to establish the gold standard 
in the islands. The present high rate of 
exchange between gold and the silver 
in use in the country is being urged as a 
reason why this step should be taken. 
The commission seems alse to indorse 
this idea, but republican leaders of the 
senate have gone on record as_ being 
strongly opposed to the proposed change. 
While the republicans of the house, 
through their committee, have declared 
in favor of the gold standard for the 
islands, it is expected that when the 
Philippine bill reaghed that body the 
house will give way to the senate, 

The dangers involved in the proposi- 
tion to make this government responsi- 
ble for the redemption of Philippine’s 
currency in gold are simply stated by 
Senator Allison, of Iowa, who says: 

“There is no More connection between 
the financial system of the United States 
and that now existing in the Philippine 
islands than there is between a cotton 
seed and a corn stalk. The Philippines 
have had for a long time an exclusive 
silver coinage. ‘They scarcely knew 
anything else. The islands are not even 
fairly pacified yet, and it would be a 
great mistake for this country to at- 
tempt to force upon the Philippines an 
American coin @t an arbitrary value. 
What we propose to do is merely to sub- 
stitute for the old Mexican dollar a Phil- 
ippine dollar. It will not be redeemed 
by the United States and this country 
will assume ro HMability on account of it. 
It would be a violent step just now to 
take away from the Philippines the 
standards to which they have been ac- 
customed. When they become complete- 
ly pacified, and when they become ad- 
justed to American control, it may be 
wise to extend the gold standard to the 
islands, but it would certainly be highly 
injudicious to do 80 now. 

Adding to Our Troubles. 

“As to the charge,”’ continued Senator 
Allison, “that we would be abgndoning 
the principles for which the republican 
party fought in 1896 and 1900, nothing 
could be further from the truth We 
have a problem of our own here in this 
country’ regarding the ultimate redemp- 
tion of! silver dollars. We should be 
adding to the problem merely if we 
should attempt to coin a dollar in the 
Philippines redeemable in gold at the 
ratio of two to one while we were coin- 
ing here in the United States practically 
the sanje dollar at the ratio-of one to one. 

“The/schemé prepared by Mr. Conant, 
and witich the house committee has seen 
fit to adopt, necessitates that the United 
States jehall provide the gold with which 
to redtem the Philippine dollar. If at 
any tirpe gold should become scarcer and 
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splendid record in investigation of 


the ratio should change so that it would 
be profitable to redeem the Philippine 
dollar, the bankers of the Far East 
would gather them in from Hong Kong, 
Shanghai, Yokohama and Manila itself, 
and the United States would be forced 
to, redeem them in gold. We would be 
starting out with a silver problem exact. 
ly where we were in 1878, and would 
repeat in the Philippineg the mistakes 
we made in this country. No one knows 
how many of the Philippine dollars 
would be necessary, and as they would 
have to be paid out in the islands for 
current expenses and redeemed in gold 
on demand, an endless chain would be 
created 10,000 miles away from home, 
and the United States would practically 
be forced to supply the gold with which 
to do business throughout the whole 
Orient.”’ 
The New Surgeon General. 

Colonel William H. Forwood, assist- 
anf surgeon general, who entered the 
military service from Pennsytvania, will, 
in all probability, be appointed the next 
surgeon general of the army. 

This appointment will be made next 
week in anticipation of the vacancy 
which will occur as a result of the re-. 
tirement of Brigadier General Georges 
M. Sternberg, surgeon general. General 
Sternberg will be placed on the retired 
list om account of age on June 8 Be- 
fore his retirement. he and his friends 
hope to be able to push through the 
house the bill which has passed the sen- 
ate providing for his retirement with the 
rank of major general. The bill was 
considered by the house committe on 
military affairs, and was ordered favor- 
ably reported, and Chairman Hull on 
Thursday was directed to move on Mon- 
day the suspension of the rules in order 
that the measure may be considered and 
passed. General Sternberg has served 
nine years as surgeon general. He en- 
tered the military service at the out- 
break of the civil war, and has made a 
in- 
fectious diseases, in the usual duties of 
a physician and as an administrator of 
the medica} affairs of the army. 

Colonel Forwood, who it is expected will 
succeed him, wil] serve but a short time 
as surgéon general. He will be placed on 
the retired list on September 7 next. The 
officer who will then be named as sur- 
geon general remains to be selected. There 
is a number of candidates. Among them 
are Colonel Calvin De Witt and Colonel 
Robert M. O’Reilly, assistant surgeon 
generals, both of Pennsylvania. Colonel 
O'Reilly was formerly physician to Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland. Lieutenant Col- 
onel Alfred C. Girard, Lieutenant Colonel 
Valery Havard and Lieutenant Colonel 
John Van R. Hoff are also applicants for 
the office. 


+ Colonel Forwood was born in Delaware. 


He was appointed an assistant surgeon 
of the army in 186l, being credited to 
Pennsylvania. He was promoted to the 
rank of captain in 1866 and ten years later 
became major and surgeon. He was pro- 
moted to be lieutenant colonel! and dertu- 
ty surgeon general in 1891 and six years 
later colonel and assistant surgeon gen- 
eral. The fact that he is the senior col- 
onel and that his record is so good have 
caused the determination to appoint him 
as General Sternberg’s successor.

Major General Henry C. Corbin, ad- 
jutant general of the army; Major Gen- 
eral S. B. M. Young and Brigadier Gen- 


eral Leonard Wood will shortly hold a 
meeting for the purpose of making ar- 
rangements for their inspection with 
Emperor William of the German army 
during its maneuvers in September. Gen- 
eral Corbin said today that he expects 
the party will sail in August. The high 
rank of the American officers insure 
them a cordial reception. As the purpose 
of the visit ig to obtain valuable sug- 
gestions for the improvement of the 
American army, the equipment and opera, 
tions of the German force will be scruti- 
nized with the greatest interest. General 
Corbin will probably be asked to especial- 
ly examine the staff system and equip- 
ment of the German. soldiers; General 
Young will observe their conduct in sham 
ecticn and General Wood will investigate 
the sanitary arrangements of their 
camps. War department officials say that 
the reports which wil) be made will be of 
great value, especially in view of the 
project of Secretary Root to establish the 
army war college during the coming fall. 
General Corbin remarked that the whole 
purpose of the visit can be thus summed 
up: ‘“‘Suppose you had a horse and de- 
sired to purchase a better one. You would 
look over the animal offered for your in- 
spection, and if he were a ®etter one you 
would take him. If there are any ad- 
vantages in the German military system, 
we want them. That is the especial op- 
ject of the inspection.”’

Macon, Ga., June 6.~—(Special.)—The 
managers in yesterday's primary met at 
the court house today at noon to consol- 
idate the votes cast at the different pre- 
cincts in Bibb.

concluded until this morning after 10 
o'clock. This was owing to the length 
of the ticket, as the ticket embraced the 
names of all etate and county officials.

VIOLATING ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


Charges Against Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical Company. 

Charleston, S ©., June 6.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—Arguments were submitted to 
Judge Gmogton in the United 
State circuit court today on tne 
question of remanding the suit ‘Drougint 
by the state of South Carolina against the 
Virginia-@arolina Chemical Company 
to the state court for trial. The pofnt 
was raised by Attorney General Bellinger 
that in doing business in South Carolina 
‘he chemical company is openly violating 
the anti-trust law, recently passed.

Jos, Trotziet, Aged Frenchman, 
Found Unconscious Yes- 
lerday, 


MURDEROUS ATTACK MADE 
AT HOME ON ASHBY ST, 


Wrotzier Was Found at Noon Yester- 
day Lying ina Pool of Blood 
on His Front Porch with 
Five Wounds on His 
Head. 


With five ugly wounds on his head and 
in an unconscious condition, Joseph Trot- 
gier, 76 years of age, a well-to-do and 
bighly respected Frenchman, was found 
yesterday shortly after noon on the front 
steps at his home on Ashby street. 

The aged man had been murderously as- 
paulted with a hammer and it is be- 
lieved robbed of a large sum of money. 
He is in a dangérous condition, and 
last night it was impossible to foretell 
the outcome of the wounds. 

Trotzier resides alone and was not dis- 
covered until probably several hours af- 
ter the assault. His assailant made good 
his escape, leaving behind no clew what- 
ever. Detectives are working on the 
case, but so far no arrests have been 
made. 

The Frenchman is known to have kept 
large sums of money in his Nouse and it 
is the prevailing opinion that robbery 
was the motive. He operates a winery 
and it was in his wine cellar that he 
Was attacked. He is said to have kept 
most of his money in a jar in the cel- 
lar and yesterday afternoon this jar was 
found removed from its customary place 
and empty. 

- The home of Trotzier 
‘Ashby street, in a pretty spot, just beyond 
the city limits, but is rather secluded. 
His wife died two years ago and since 
that time he has lived alone in the 
house. He has succeeded in accumulat- 
ing considerable wealth and reports to 
this effect led to the attempted murder. 

Unconscious Man Found. 

A neighbor says he was out plowing 
yesterday morning about 10 o'clock and 
saw Trotzier at that time. No one has 
been found, however, who saw any one 
enter or leave the place. About 1 o’clock 
a@ young son of Mrs. Bremer, another 
_ neighbor, was passing along in front of 
the house and noticed the occupant on the 
steps covered with blood and in an in- 
sensible condition. He hastened home and 
informed his mother. 

Mrs. Bremer hurried to the store of 
Councilman J. H. Harwell, on Hunter 
street, where she excitedly told of the 
discovery. Mr. Harwell notified the po- 
lice station and Detective Kilpatrick 
was detailed on the case. 

The wounded man had dragged himself 
up the cellar steps and to the front 
porch after the assault. He had been 
dealt four terrific blows on the head 
with a heavy hammer, two in the back 
of the head and two on top of the 
head. The blows on the back of the 
head thad knocked him forward against 
an ice chest, cutting a gash about 21-2 
inches long above the left eye. 

Signs of a Struggle. 

A pool of blood in the cellar, just in 
front of the ice chest, showed where 
the assault occurred. Near the blood 
lay the murderous weapon. The hammer 
has a sharp and a blunt end, being 
fastened to a short handle. The blows 
were struck with the blunt end, some 
of Trotzier’s hair sticking to the ham- 
mer. 

Steve Felder, a son in law of Trotzier, 
Says that at one time the Frenchman 
showed him the jar in which he kept 
his money. This jar was found on the 
floor yesterday afternoon, near the ice 
chest, empty. 

Trotzier came to Atlanta in 1881 and has 
resided at his Ashby street home for 
eighteen years. He has a large num- 
ber of friends and is well liked and ree 
spected by all who know him. Louls 
Trotzier is his only son in Ajtlanta. 
Both he and Felder were notified yester- 
day afternoon and visited the scene. The 
attempt to murder is shrouded in mys- 
tery and the officers are using their ef- 
forts to unravel it. 

Dr. J. D. Cromer, attending the injured 
man, stated last night that Trotzier’s 
condition is such that no prediction can 
be made as to the outcome. The aged 
man returned to consciousness at a late

That the law regulating the 
sale of stock in bulk should be energet- 
ically and judiciously pushed to passage. 

“Third. That we should freely con- 
sider the advisability of an amendment 
to the mortgage laws of the state in the 
protection of our own interests, by which 


every chattel mortgage should be null | 


and void which has not been filed with 
the proper court of record within fifteen 
days after its date. 

‘Fourth. That it is distinctly in the 
interest of this association that we should 
establish a bureau of adjustment and col- 
lection, by which the members of this 
association could consolidate their inter- 
ests in every case of financial trouble, 
making the interest of each mutual in 
bringing about the most comprehensive 
and successful settlement of such affairs. 
This feature has been successfully han- 
died in the cities of Denver; New Or- 
leans, Nashville and ‘ Louisville, and 
should under all conditions be made a 
part of our association. 

“Fifth. That the association use itg 
influence toward having the Bradstreet 
and Dun mercantile agencies issue a 
daily change sheet and notice of failures, 
etc., as is done by them in other cities of 
the size and importance of Atlanta.

County Committee Names. Men 
* To Represent Fulton

The Constitution® Returns Were 
Adopted as the Official Record 
of Committee—Members Pay 
Expenses of Thursday’s 
Primary. 


During the meeting of the Fulton coun- 
ty executive committee yesterday at 
noon in the criminal court room at the 
court house the returns from the city 
and county for the state primary were 
consolidated and delegates to the guber- 
natorial, congressi@nal and senatorial 
conventions were selected, 

The committee attested the complete- 
hess and accuracy of The Constitution's 
returns from the county by unanimously 
adopting the returns, as puhlished in 
this paper yesterday morning, as the 
official record of the committee. This is 
probably the first time in the history 
of the executive committee in Fulton 
county that the returns of any paper 
have been accepted withoyt verification. 

As soon as the committee met Chair- 
man Fulton Colville announced the order 
of business for the hour. Committeeman 
John M. Slaton moved that the returns 
as printed in The Constitution be read, 
and, if not objected to by the managers 
from any of the districts or wards, that 
the figures be accepted as official. His 
motion carried without a protest and 
when Secretary ‘‘Tip’’ Harrison read the 
returns not a single protest came from 
any of the managers. *\ 

Delegates Are Elected. \ 

The consolidation over, the committee 
then proceeded to provide felegates for 
the thee conventions. Six delegates 
were elected by ballot for the gubernato- 
ria] convention and Chairman Colville, 
who was unanimously nominated the 
first alternate, was authorized to appoint 


the five other alternates. 

The following is a list of the delegates 
and alternates for the gubernatorial con- 
"ilsontes~diven P. Howell, Eb T. 
Brown, Morris Brandon, Hoke Smith, 
J. J. Spalding and T. B. Felder. 

Alternates—Fulton Colville, Albert 
Howell, Jr., Thomas Egleston, M. M. 
Welch, Thomas J. Day and William T. 
Moyers. 

The following delegates to the congres- 
sional convention were elected by a 
unanimous vote: 

Thomas J. Day, chairman; William H. 
Brotherton, J. W. Goldsmith, Charles N. 
Allen, Charles 8S. Northen and Hubert 
Culberson. 

Chairman Colville was authorized to ap- 
point six delegates to the senatorial con- 
vention, his appointments being as fol- 
lows: 

Clarence E. Moore, W. O. Stamps, R. | 
F. Baker, J. M. Moore, A. A. Meyer and 
Burton Smith. 

The committee unanimously adupted a 
resolution introduced by Committeeman 
Reuben Arnold instructing the delegates 
to the state convention to cast their votes 
for Hon. J. M. Terrell for governor as 
long as Mr. Terrell desired, and also to 
cast their votes for the other successful 
candidates nominated in Fulton county 
as long as they might desire. 

Debate Was Lively. 

At the beginning of the meeting there 
was a lively discussion as to the method 
of selecting delegates to the state con- 
vention. Committeeman Albert Howell, 
Jr., suggested that a committee of five 
be appointed to prepare a list of six men 
to be presented to the committee. This 
plan, however, was opposed by several 
of tho members, who declared they de- 
sired to have the committee nominate 
and elect delegates. 

Committeeman W. H. Brotherton sub- 
mitted a list of six men that he suggested 
as delegates. This brought on more dis- 
cussion? Committeeman Harvey Johnson 
said he had no objection to all the names 
on the list, but he did wish t hav T. B. 
Felder elected as:one of the delegates. 
He said Mr. Terrell had expressed a 
desire that Mr. Felder be one of the six 
to represent Fulton county at the con- 
vention. Captain Brotherton's list con- 
tained. the name of J. J. Spalding and 
Mr. Johnson said he would like to sub- 
stitute Mr. Felder for Mr. Spalding. He 
ddecilared that Mr. Felder had been a 
warm supporter of Mr. Terrell; had de. 
livered no leas than fifteen speeches dur- 
ing the campaign and was largely respon- 
sible for DeKalb county going for Ter- 
rell. 

Mr. Johnson stated that he was mak- 
ing no fight on Mr. Spalding, but thought 
it only just to Mr. Felder that he be 
included in the list of delegates. In sug- 
gesting that a committee be appointed 
to prepare a list of delegates, Mr. Howell 
explained that the wishes of the success- 
ful candidates had been consulted in the 
matter and he thought they should be 
given consideratton. Committeeman L. 

Rosser declared that if the matter 
had already been “‘fixed’’ what was the 
use of appointing a committee to “re- 
fix’’ it? 

‘“Let’s hear the names of the dele- 
gates,”” said he, “and then we can tell 
whether we want to vote for them.” 

Mr. Howell replied that there was no 
suggestion of ‘‘fixing’’ anything in his 
suggestion. He sald he would be glad to 
see Mr. Rosser, made chairman of the 
committee. Mr. Rosser said he did not 
want to be chairman. It was at this 
point in the proceedings that Captain 
Brotherton submitted the list of names. 
Mr. Howell stated the teason he had 
suggested the plan of referring nomina- 
tions to a committee was to facilitate 
matters as much as possible and to elim- 
inate such discussion as had already 
arisen. He then withdrew his motion 
looking to the appointment of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Johnson also withdrew the 
name of Mr. Felder as a substitute for 
Mr. Spalding.

The committee then proceeded to ballot 
fér delegates to the gubernational con- 
vention, which meets at noon, July 2, in

from wagons. The police of Canton, Ohio, have 
been ordered to make arrests wherever they 
discover violations of the ordinance relative to 
keeping the streets clean. Sections of the city 
code in Atlanta, Ga., provide that the side- 
walks must be kept free from grass and weeds 
under penalty of a fine of $100 and the police 
are ordered to rigidly enforce these ordinances. 
Chief of Police Davenport, of Sioux City, Iowa, 
has issued a notice to citizens stating that the 
ordinances prohibiting the throwing of waste 
paper and debris on the streets will be en- 
forced. A fine 6f from $5 to $25 is the pun- 
ishment for depositing waste paper on the 
streets, and one of $100, or imprisonment for 
not more than thirty days, for allowing dirt 
or the like to fal] on the streets from carts.

“Now,” declared the mayor when he 
read the article, ‘we have all the laws 
we need to keep Atlanta clean if I could 
only get them enforced. 

‘I am disgusted with the police depart- 
ment about this matter. I have been 
looking Over the number of arrests made 
from throwing trash on the streets, and 
they amount to nothing.

It is their.place, as well as 
that of the police department, to see that 
no trash or dirt is thrown on the streets, 
but they simply go along and fail to pay 
any attention to the law. I have made 
up my mind to have the laws enforced 
or know the reason why. If this police

to get one that can, and if there is any 
way to get the department to attend to 
its duties I intend to find that way. It 
may necessary for me to send a 
special essage to council calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the officers do not 
enforce the ordinances as they have sworn 
to do, and I shall do that very thing if 
this lax way of attending to things con- 
tinues.

Bu before the close of the first 
hour the whole situation in the ping changed 
flecidediy, and slowly at first, but with in- 
creasing rapidity as the day progressed, prices 
worked upward. The weather map gave con- 
tinued dry weather over the eastern and west- 
ern belt and the forecast gave little promise of 
soaking rains within the next thirty-six hours.

The Trade Situation. 


New York, June 6.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“Crop prospects, taken as a whole, are 
really brilliant, railroad earnings are 
enormous, despite the small grain ton- 
nage; bank ciearances quite heavy, not- 
withstanding the speculative dullness, 
and failures are fewer in number than 
in recent years. The ending of the Boer 
war, it is also thought, would have a 
tendency to stimubate export business in 
manufactures, though interfering with 
trade in horses, muies and other articles 
of export. On the other hand, the indus- 
trial situation, though improved by the 
ending of blast furnaces and teamsters'’ 
strikes, is still a depressing one, owing 
to the prospect of the anthracite coal 
Strike proving a long and bitter one, 
threats of a strike in the Virginia bitu- 
minous fields and the general unrest 
noted among workers in a number of in- 
dustries. In connection with the indus- 
trial unrest it is to be observed that many 
of the demands made now and for some 
time past have been based upon higher 
prices for food. 

“Corn and cotton crop reports are posi- 
tively excellent and in striking contrast 
with a year ago. Winter wheat is turn- 
ing out better than expected in such 
States as Kansas, though recent rains 
have interfered with harvesting § in 
Oklahoma. 

“Vegetables and other country products, 
shortened a year ago, promise a heavy 
vield.

New York, June 6.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will 
say: 

“Peace in South Africa has greatly 
improved the outlook. Foreign industrial 
markets will quickly benefit by the de- 
velopment of that country, while a re- 
turn to active gold mining will have a 
helpful influence in monetary circles. 
Owing to the present exceptional home 
consumption producers in this country 
may not be able to take advantage of 
the opportunity immediately, but even 
the indirect effects must be beneficial. 
Domestic conditions still have but the 
one drawback of labor disputes, which 
have reduced the earning power of a 
large force. Outside the limits of this 
influence there is little cause for com- 

laint. Orders are large and distribution 

s less interrupted by the shortage of 
cars. Railway earnings for May show 
an increase of 6.8 per cent over last year 
and 17.4 per cent over 1900.. 

“Contrary to expectations, the leading 
producers maintained their conservative 
position by making no advance in the 
price of steel rails for delivery In 1903, 
notwithstanding the material rise that 
has occurred in pig iron. Much new 
business has been placed during the past 
week, although consumers have found 
difficulty in booking orders for delivery 
in 1902. This is especially noticeable as 
to structural material and railway sup- 
plies. Interruption to work at blast fur- 
naces was not wholly averted, but the 
loss. in output diu not reach a large 
figure owing to prompt concessions on 
both sides. Practically no orders were 
accepted for pig iron, however, owing 
to the uncertainty as to the extent. of 
the strike. In tubes, pipe and foundry 
lines there is much activity, with quota- 
tions fully :snaintained. Bituminous coal 
is abnormally stimulated by the anthra- 
cite coal shortage, and the output of

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 6.—The dealings in stocks 
cropped back again to near the low level of 
activity of the year and the day’s changes are 
narrow and unimportant.

It was 
caused by a@ rumor that the coaj strike had 
been settled, which came by way of London, 
with a light volume of cabled orders to buy, 
the origin of which was as doubtful as that 
of the rumor.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, June 6.—Fears of a wet harvest In 
winter wheat, very small sales of corn by 
farmers, a sharp cash demand in oats and &@ 
call for pork to repack old stuff stimulated 
buying in all the speculative pits on ‘change 
today. Trade was largely limited to the pro- 
fessionals, and several crop reports had a 
dampening effect upon the spirit of the bulls. 
In the end, however, July wheat gained \{@%Xc, 
July corn %c and July oats %c. Provisions 
closed 2%.@5c to $17%@20c higher. 

Wheat got a firm start from the appear- 
ance of the weather map. The southwest had 
tog much rain and the entire western wheat 
and corn country reported copious showers. 
This caused talk of a wet harvest, rust ani 
other damage to crops. Cables were weak, 
following our declines yesterday, but July 
opened a shade higher to unchanged at 71% 
@7|%@71%c and sold to 72c. Snow's report 
that the yield on both winter and spring 
crops would approximate 725,000,000 bushels, 
or only 25,000,000 under last year’s enormous 
production, was like a wet Dianket. Bears 
sold, bulls stopped buying for the time and 
July sunk to 7Ii%c. This same report indi- 
cated an improvement of 5 points in the June 
condition, and stated that the spring wheat 
was in almost perfect condition, save that the 
acreage was 1,000 less than last year. Con- 
ditions Inherent to the pit were mostly bear- 
ish, but they seemed to have little effect. Re- 
ceipts were liberal, the cash demand was 
very poor, with prices shaded here and at 
Duluth. The outsider was not in the pit. The 
wet weather talk, however, with firmness in 
corn and oats, helped wheat, and July react- 
ed well after its dip, closing firm \@%c up 
at 7i%c. Local recetpts were 4 cars, none 
of contract grade. Minneapolis and Duluth 
reported 256 cars, making a total for the 
three points of 260 cars, against 407 last year. 
Primary receipts were 394,000 bushels, com- 
pared to 645,000 bushels last year. Seaboard 
clearances in wheat and flour equaled 288, 
bushels; Argentine shipments were 668,000 
bushels, against 332,000 bushels last week and 
1,032,000 bushels a year ago. Export demand 
was almost dead. 

Corn trade was good and bullish crop reports 
stimulated good buying that brought a strong 
tone. Early in the day July was strong on 
support by which the big bull interests in 
September were weakened by St. Louis sell- 
ing. Later the latter option came in for sup- 
port and all prices advanced. The selling 
was largely by locals, and was scattered. Coun- 
try offerings continue very light, farmers of- 
fering very littl. Movement is supposed ta 
be retarded to some extent by the weather 
bureau; tomorrow's receipts are expected to 
be 250 cars. The extent of the support the 
market received offset all bearish influences 
and July sold up to 63e and closed firm %c 
up at 62%@62%. Receipts were 237 cars. 
Snow reported 90,000,000 acres planted in 
corn this season, and the present promise of 
the crop entirely eatisfactory. 

Again oats were the strongest of the grains. 
General ~uying of July new and September 
new set in early. The latter option was spe- 
cially active. Advances of ahhost Ic were 
made easily as on the last few days the good 
cash demand was the influence. Shorts who 
thought selling of the new crop was eafe cov- 
ered freely on fears of rain damage to the 
growing plants.

Runaway Occurred Last Night on 
Peachtree Street—Negro Driver 
Injured and Buggy Partly 
Demolished. 


Gallatin, the splendid 4-year-old bay 
gelding that won so much praise in the 
Atlanta horse show last fall, figured in a 
wild runaway on Peachtree street last 
night shortly before 9 o’clock.

Gallatin. was injured as a result of the 
collision, but the extent of his injuries 
are not yet known. Several bruises were 
found on his legs and when returned to 
the stable he was stiff in every limb. No 
bones were broken, however. 

Mr. Connally had gone to the Driving 
Club in his trap and had given the driver 
instructions to return it to the stable of 
Stewart & Ray. When the corner of 
Peachtree street and Linden avenue was 
reached a car struck the buggy from the 
rear, frightening the horse. Gallatin in- 
stantly dashed up Peachtree street, the 
driver being thrown to the pavement, The 
horse continued his wild run until the 
corner of Piedmont avenue and Pine 
street was reached, when a check was 
put to his flight. 

Milliner was picked up and placed 
aboard a car, being brought to Elkin & 
Watson’s drug store and later sent to 
the Grady hospital. He is injured about 
the head, face and hip. 

Gallatin, who was purchased last surm- 
mer by Mr. Connally in Tennessee, is one 
of the best known horses in the south.

Atlanta and West Poiat Will Discon- 
linue Hourly Trains. 


RYAN IS TO BE BANQUETED 


Subcommittee of Classification Com- 
mittee To Meet in Asheville. 
Through Coaches to Memphis. 

St. Louis-Charleston 
Sleeper Line Is Off. 


The Atlanta and West Point is to take 
off its suburban trains running between 
Atlanta and College Park. It is quite 
probable that the trains will come off 
Sunday. 

Since the extensiqn of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company’s line to Col- 
lege Park there has been practicaly no 
travel on the suburban trains and the offi- 
cials of the Atlanta and West Point do 
not care to run at a loss. 

It is thought that only seven trains 
between Atlantg and College Park will 
be taken off and thait the Atlanta and 
Palmetto accommodation and the Atlanta 
and LaGrange train will continue to 
run. 

As soon as the street railway company 
announced its intention to build to Col- 
lege Park the officials of the Atlanta and 
West Point regdgnized that the day of the 
suburban trains was gone. It has been 
clearly demonstrated that for suburban 
business the steam roads cannot compete 
wilth electric roads. 

This was illustrated here several years 
ago when the Georgia railroad was? 
forced to take off its suburban trains 
and the same thing has been done in near- 
ly every city in the country. 

This is a matter in which the railroads 
think they are treated unfairly by the 
public. The history of nearly all suburban 
towns is the same. The railroads by 
running frequent tranis build up the sub- 
urb. With the increased travel come 
demands for better service. This is an- 
swered in double tracks and more trains. 
About the time the business gets on a 
basis where it pays the railroads a street 
car company builds a line to the suburb 
and it is all off with the steam road. 

The Atlanta and West Point put double 
tracks on its line to College Park for 
the accommodation of the suburban frav- 
el and at different times has gone to 
much expense on this account. However, 
the people find it more convenient to use 
the street railway and the patronage 
given the railroad is now very slight. 


Ryan T> Be Banqueted. 

The railway associates of Cc. B. Ryan, 
assistant general passenger agent for the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, at Cincinnatl, who 
becomes general passenger agent for the 
Seaboard Air Line on June 15, will give
